The south side of the 400 block of E. Cross St. is improved with a small 
group of two story, two bay wide gable-roofed brick houses built in the early 
1840's by Isaac Vincent and Perry Dawson, partners in the development of the 
south-east corner of E. Cross St. and Riverside Ave. 401-407 E. Cross St., built 
by Vincent, is a row of small two story houses, sitting on low basements, which 
closely resemble the nearby pair at 1111-1113 Riverside Ave. 409-415 E. Cross 
St., built by Dawson, are larger houses which sit on quiteihigh basements in 
which the kitchens are located. 417 E. Cross St., built by Vincent, originally 
resembled the smaller houses at 401-407 E. Cross St. but in a recent renovation 
the facade was entirely rebuilt and now has three levels of door and window 
openings instead of the original two. 
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DESCRIPTION B-3574 
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DESCRIBE THE PRESENT AND ORIGINAL (IF KNOWN) PHYSICAL APPEARANCE 

This row of two story, two bay gable-roofed brick houses was built in the late 
1840's . All of the houses have been covered with formstone. 

The houses are two stories in height, 401 E. Cross St. is 12' wide, 403 E. Cross 
St. is 14' wide, and 405 and 407 E. Cross St. are 10' wide. All occupy lots 50' deep. 
Each house is two rooms deep and has a one story high, two bay deep rear addition. 
The houses are constructed in running bond but all of the facades have been covered 
with formstone. The low-pitched gable roof has a two-tier brick cornice, also hidden 
by the formstone covering. 401 E. Cross St. has a single chimney located on the east 
side of the rear roof gable; 403 and 405 E. Cross St. share a paired, double rectangular 
chimney located along the partition wall between the two houses at the peak of the gable 
roof; and 407 E. Cross St. has a double rectangular chimney located at the peak of 
the roof gable along the east side of the house. 

Although the formstone covering has obscured the original appearance of the door 
and window lintels and sills, it is apparent that the openings had flat lintels. All 
of the window openings are currently filled with 1/1 double hung sash. 401 E. Cross St. 
has a glass and panel door; 403 and 405 E. Cross St. both have Mission-style doors; 
and 407 E. Cross St. has a multi-light glass and panel door. All of the doors are 
set beneath narrow single light transoms. The houses sit on very low basements, the 
entrances being reached by two or three stone steps (brick at 411 E. Cross St.) each. 
There are no basement window openings.

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See under 1111-1113 Riverside Ave. 

These houses were built by Isaac Vincent on his share of the lot extending 
east from Riverside Ave. to 417 E. Cross St., which he purchased in partnership 
with Perry Dawson in 1842, and which had formerly been the property of William Gist. 
Dawson built a row of similar houses adjoining this row, though set on a high 
basement where the kitchen was located, instead of having the kitchen in a rear 
addition, as these houses do. All of the houses were held as rental property.
